knife linked lo cranksat opposite end portions of the knife for movements of the knife in 
patterns on x and y of the geometrical plane of cutting having component generally transverse 
and parallel to the knife and means for moving the table with supported work piece and knife 
toward each other, the Improvement comprising 

controlling means for controlling the movements of the knife by at least one of speed, 
phase and stroke length of at least one of the cranks.
